WASHINGTON (fa—Democracy 


' marched today in a whopper of a 
parade. 


Riding proudly at its head as 


the new president, was Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. 
" . 


For three hours or more, 10 


miles of floats, bands, military 
units, beasts and birds-arranged 
to parade down historic Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue from the U.S. Cap- 
itol past the White House. 


Everything in Parade 


This parade had a bit of every- 


thing: 


A dog sled team from Alas- 


ka, 20,000 to 22,000 servicemen 
and women, 65, musical units, 
50 floats, 5,600 civilians Includ- 
ing 250 Indians, 3 elephants, 350 
horses and a flock of pigeons 


making as if they were doves 
of peace. 
The float assigned, first place 


stressed religion in democracy. 


"I felt we needed something 


like this," Parade Chairman Ed- 
wa'rd.Carr told reporters, "be- 
cause I felt Gen. Eisenhower had 
a deep and abiding faith in 
God." 


Appropriately, the- float was 


paid 'for, anonymously, by 12 
people representing all faiths. 


Other highlights of the parade, 


beginning at the front and work- 
ing back: 


First car—The Inaugural Com- 


mittee, with Joseph McGarraghy, 
its chairman, and Carr, the pa- 
rade chairman.

reminder of the last Republican 
triumph, Herbert Hoover, no 
longer the only living ex-Presi- 
dent of the U.S. 


Behind Hoover, Chief Justice 


Vmson, and behind Vinson, the 
members of Eisenhower's official 
family, including all the new 
cabinet officers. 


First states represented—Kan- 


sas, because it was Eisenhower's 
home, and California, because it 
is Nixon's. 


First state float—Delaware, the 


first state to § come into the 
union, depicting Caesar Rodney's 
ride from Dover Green to Phila- 
delphia to sign the Declaration 
of Independence.

34th President Sworn In 
Citizen-Soldier Takes Oath 
To Preserve? Protect U. S. 


WASHINGTON—(.£>)—Dwight David Eisenhower be- 


came the 34th president of the United States today at 11:30 
a. m. 


Right hand upraised, the 62-year-old citizen-soldier took 


on the power and responsibility of the world's most trying of- 
fice with the simple, 37-word oath administered to al presi- 
dents—to "faithfully execute the office ... preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitution." 


In his immediate audience at 


the Capitol ceremony were the 
members of Congress, top officials 
of the new and old administra- 
tions, foreign diplomats and thou- 
sands of invited guests. 


Millions of others in the United 


States saw and heard the 'cere- 
money by television. Radio picked 
up his voice and carried it across 
the seas. 


Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson 


administered the oath. 


Richard M. Nixon was sworn in 


as vice president just before Ei- 
senhower assumed his office. Sen. 
William Knowland of California 
adminstered the oath to him. 


Eisenhower rested his left hand 


on two Bibles—one his own from 
West Point days, the other a testa- 
ment used in George Washington's 
first inauguration—as he repeated 
the oath. 


Standing by was Harry S. Tru- 


man, fiom whom the nation's 
highest office passed to Eisen- 
hower. In the traditional 
way, 


Truman and Eisenhower had rid- 
den 
together 
from 
the 
Wnite 


House to the Capitol. 


But only one would go back. To- 


night, 
private 
citizen 
Truman 


leaves for his old home in Mis; 
souri. 


So ended, in a solemn moment 


of recess from Republican merry- 
making in the 
teeming, 
flag- 


draped capital, 20 years of "New 
Deal-Fair Deal" rule. 


And so began what the new 


President has promised will be a 
great crusade for peace, for free- 
dom, 
for integrity and for pros- 


perity.

Psychiatric Examination 
Advised for Dixon Youth 


Judge Robert Bracken, circuit 


court, advised today that Gerald 
Trotter, 21, Dixon, be given a psy- 
chiatric examination. 


Trotter was in court today to 


determine whetheir he was eligi- 
ble for parole after pleading guilty 
earlier this month to the charge 
of burglary. 


Judge 
Bracken told Attorney 


Walter Stevens, public defender 
appointed to represent 
Trotter, 


that he was unable to decide on 
the defendant's case until Trotter 
was examined.

Trotter agreed to the examina- 


tion and the case was continued to 
Jan. 30. 


Accoiding to Judge Bracken, the 


defendant's actions didn't add up, 
that the circumstances involving 
his crime Indicated that there was! 
an emotional disturbance present 
in the boy's mind. 


Trotter was arrested in Decem- 


ber by Dixon police office! s when 
he 
burglarized the Underwood 


Gulf Service station on Galena 
avenue. 


The defendant claimed at the 


time that he had only taken 
enough money to meet a payment 


on his car, the amount of $21. 


Bracken said that the fact that 


he didn't take all the money 
available in. the cash drawer did 
not react in Trotter's favor, but 
indicated a mental quirk. 


There's something wrong when 


a man will jeopardize his freedom 
by committing burglary and then 
only take a portion of the money 
on hand, contended the judge. 


Attorney Stevens attempted to 


convince the court that Trotter 
was a fit person to put on proba- 
tion. 


Character 
witnesses 
told the 


court that they had trusted Trot- 
ter and continued to do so in spite 
of the fact that the man had been 
indicted and pleaded guilty to 
burglary charges. 


State's Attorney James Bales 


told the court that since 1947. when 
Trotter was judged to be a delin- 
quent, he had committed approxi- 
mately eight to ten minor crimes. 


Bracken indicated that although 


the testimony of the various char- 
acter witnesses was well and good, 
there was no evidence produced 
to insure that Trotter would not 
continue on a path of crime.

Cons Revolt at Another Prison in 
Pennsylvania; Halt First Uprising 


BELLEFONTE, Pa.—(^P)—Nearly 800 convicts who 


rioted and seized six,guards as hostages at the Rockview 
branch of Western State penitentiary set up a cry today for 
"better food" and a "better parole system." 


The demonstration, without vio- 


lence, followed hours of tense, un- 
easy quiet which had settled over 
the prison during the night and 
early morning "hours. 


The rioting broke out shortly be- 


fore 6 p.m. Monday minutes after 
settlement of a 24-hour outbreak 
in the main part of thev prison at 
Pittsburgh, 160 miles to the west. 
The convicts took over and bar- 
ricaded the three main cell blocks. 


"Too Quirt" 


Soon after daybreak today, Ger- 


ald Evy, prison farm superintend- 
ent, said "it's been awful quiet— 
too quiet." 


Then, as the morning wore on. 


the convicts grew restive. Some 
rattled cell block doors. Many oth- 
ers booed and shouted derisive 
phrases. 


Meanwhile, two of the hostages 


—Harry R. Funk and James Duff 
—called to sergeant of the guard 
Larrie M. Justice'that "none of us 
has been mistreated and we are 
all fine. We will call you later." 


While awaiting the arrival of 


slate 
officials 
from 
Pittsburgh,

After 
talking it over with prison offi- 
cials, however, the guards were 
freed unharmed and the prisoners 
agreed to stay quietly in their 
colls. 


During the recreation period, 


about 5:45 p.m., six guards were 
nabbed antf their revolvers were 
taken by the convicts. One of the 
guards.Rankin Tait.^ pleaded to 
the prisoners that he was sick and 
they released him. No statement 
was issued explaining the circum 
stances surrounding seizure of the 
guards. 


Prisoners in the main block con- 


trol the prison commissary and 
Johnston said Monday night they 
have enough food there to "last 
some time." The other prisoners 
have no access to this food.

WASHINGTON—UP)— 


Dwight D. Eisenhower's first 
message to the nation as its 
new president was praised by 
both Republicans and.Demo- 
crats today, with the reserva- 
tion by a few that it was not 
specific. 


The new chief executive'* pre- 


pared inaugural address was laud- 
ed by members of Congress in .such 
terms as these: "Dignified . . . 
magnificent'. . . i n s p i r i n g . . . 
courageous . . . thoughtful and cor- 
rect." 


Severdl Democrats saw in the 


speech, which dealt almost entire- 
ly with foreign -policy, little more 
than a restatement of the princi- 
ples which they said have guided 
the outgoing Truman administra- 
tion. 


For example, Rep. Richards (D- 


SC), 
top Democrat on the House 


Foreign Affairs Committee, called 
the address "a clear and courage- 
ous exposition of what our foreign 
policy should be and what it has 
been during the past administra- 
tion." 


"Set Forth Creed" 


And Rep. Walter (D-Pa) com- 


mented: "It's very encouraging to 
see that the President will carry 
out those wise policies of the pre- 
vious administration that have pre-

But he 
called for a strong America and 
declared, "We shall never try to 
placate an aggressor by the false 
and wicked bargain of trading hon- 
or for BecurityV 


Leaves No Doubt 


Eisenhower left no doubt he feels 


the U. S. must continue to play a 
role of world leadership. 


He said, "We are persuaded by 


necessity 
and 
belief 
that 
the 


strength of all free peoples lies in 
unity, their danger in discord," and 
added: 
' "To produce this unity, to meet 
the challenge of our time, destiny 
has laid upon our country the re- 
sponsibility of the free world's 
leadership." 


Eisenhower t a l k e d of "the 


preoccupations absorbing us at 
home." He said that while "we 
are concerned with matters that 
affect our livelihood today and our 
vision of the future, each of these 
domestic problems is dwarfed by, 
and often even created by, this 
question that involves all human

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Dark Vault, Skull Shed 
Light on Old Horror Tale 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark 


A ^rholdering skull still covered 
with blonde hair was sent to a 
laboratory today for tests to prove 
that Giertrud Birgitte Bodenhoff— 
one of the 18th-century Europe's 
richest women—really was buried 
alive, then killed by grave robbers 
155 years ago. 


The skull and a convulsively 


twisted skeleton were found Mon- 
day 
after 10 days of digging, 


scraping and brushing in a caved- 
in vault in Copenhagen's Assistens 


Cemetery. Medical experts said 
they almost certainly were the re- 
mains of the rich beauty. 


Old Horror Death 


Giertrud's death is the subject of 


an old horror story that has sent 
shivers up and down generations of 
Danish spines. The ancient tale 
claims that she was buried in a 
state of suspended animation—by 
mistake after an overdose of nar- 
cotics—and later slain by grave 
robbers who sought to steal her 
jewelry. 


The almost intact skull, uncov- 


by Police Constable Theodor 


A.'Binncballe, an amateur archcol- 
ogist, had a slightly . underhung 
jaw. Contemporary paintings indi- 
cate that Giertrud's jaw was a bit 
that way. 


Surgeons and dentists who slith- 


ered down into the vault agreed 
the skull belonged to a woman 
abouf 19 years old at the time of 
her death. Giertrud was 19 when 
she was buried. 


Murdered in Coffin 


The position of the skull and the 


skeleton indicated that she really 
had been murdered in her coffjn. 
The skeleton was partly turned 
over and the thigh bones and spine 
bent convulsively back as if the 
young woman had been writhing, 
in agony at the time of death. 


The skull was found face down- 


ward, although undoubtedly the 
woman had been buried on her 
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back. There also was a distinct 
dent in the brow as if it were hit 
by some' sharp instrument. 


The old tale claims that Giertrud 


was awakened by pain when one 
of the grave robbers yanked vio- 
lently at an earring she was wear- 


ing. She sat up In her coffin beg- 
ging for help, but the ghouls raped 
her and clubbed her with a spade. 


Surgeons hope that X-ray tests, 


to be started today, will furnish 
final proof of Giertrud's 
after- 


burial murder.

Times are booming for all seg-

That's the opinion of Lloyd C. 
Halvorson, economist for the Na- 
tional Grange. 


; In citing farm prices as one of 
the major problems' that the 
Grange will be working on in 
1953, Halvorson points out that 
the farmer's take home pay (his 
net income) in 1952 will stand In 
the final analysis at only slightly 
over $14 billion, as compared to 
a peak of over $17 billion in 1947. 
The farmers' net income in 1952 


will be even lower than his 1951 
take-home pay, despite the fact 
that total food production during 
1952 was the highest on record. 


He went on to say that material 


cuts in rural buying power, with 
marked increases in farm debts 
represents a dire threat to the 
country's economic welfare just as 
soon as the stimilus of war produc- 
tion tapers off.

Currently farm income per cap- 


ita .is only 58 per cent of that en- 
joyed by non-farm people1, while 
farmers themselves enjoy only 
2G per cent of the modern house- 
hold facilities which are a part 
of the average urban home. 
Rock bottom hog prices, huge 


cuts in the sale price of other meat 
animals, and increased costs of 
producing food add up to a partial 
state of rural poverty. Grange of- 
ficials will be working with the new 
Administration, giving top priority 
to this problem—after January 20, 
1953.

Rare Plays Happen at Bridge Tourney

One of the most unusual plays 


that I have ever seen at a bridge 
table was executed by Barry Co- 
hen, 
of Pasadena, ,in the recent 


National Championships held in 
Miami Beach. Barry won the Mc- 
Kenney Trophy for 1952, awarded 
by the American .Contract Bridge 
League annually to the player who 
has won the. most master jipints in 
tournament play during tnat year. 


East's double of one no-trump 


was meant mostly to jockey for a 
part score, but Cohen converted it 
into a penalty double by passing. 
North could think of no better con- 
tract, so the hand was played at 
one no-trump doubled. 


Cohen opened a low spade, and 


dummy won with the king. Jast, 
Mrs. Sally Herman of New York, 
played her lowest spade to show 
that she had no interest in the suit. 
Declarer led the jack of clubs from 
dummy, holding the trick. He con- 
tinued with the ten of clubs, ar.d 
this likewise was allowed to hold. 


Declarer naturally continue* by 


leading a third club, playing the 
queen from his own hand. Much to 
South's amazement, Cohen once 
more played a low club. This was 
an unusual play, but something 
far more unusual was to come. 


At this moment declarer had al- 


ready won three clubs and a spade, 
and could take two more spad* 
tricks whenever he liked. Since 
dummy had possible tricks in both 
red suits, declarer decided to go 
out after his contract.

He therefore led a low diamond 


from his hand, and finessed dum- 
my's ten. East won with the ace 
of diamonds and returned a spade, 
declarer winning with-the queen. 
South now led nnotherljfamond'to- 
winds dummy's queen, and the 
roof fell in on him. 


Barry Cohen stepped up with the 


king of diimonds and laid, down

Perhaps there is nothing which 


so astonishes a physician who was 
in practice even as recently as 20 
years ago as what has happened 
to lobar pneumonia. This former- 
ly common infection of the lungs 
used to be known as the "old 
people's friend" because it so often 
proved an easy and painless final 
illness. 


Today, lobar pneumonia Is al- 


most a rare disease, and when it 
does occur recovery is the rule. 
The speed with which this occurs 
is amazing to all those who re- 
member what is used to be. 


It is interesting, and even now 


important, to discuss this disease. 


A typical case starts suddenly 


with a severe chill which may last 
for as long as half an hour. Soon 
after.the chill, the temperature be- 
gins to go up and it rises rapidly 
to around 104 or 105 degrees. At 
the same time a person coming 
down with' pneumonia may have 
general aches and pains 
with 


headache. 


Pain in the chest or side like 


that which is present in pleurisy, 
is also common. 
Cough which 


produces pain, and does not bring 
up much mucus, starts early. The 
breathing becomes rapid and each 
breath is shallow. 


These symptoms can be con- 


fused with other conditions, but 
are certainly suspicious of lobar 
pneumonia.

The breathing becomes 
slow and normal and no longer is 
it necessary to wait for the crisis 
to know what the outdome will be. 


Today there is only about one 


chance in 20 or 25 of dying fcom 
the disease instead of once chance 
in three. 
Lobar pneumonia has 


dropped from being, one of the 
most important causescof death to 
being one of the least important 
of the major diseases. 


But remember, the diagnosis 


must be made early and treatment 
started promptly, because the re- 
sults are much more likely to be 
favorable than if pneumonia has 
been present for several days.

In'one of his generous,, parting tributes to himself Harry Truman 


dwelt on the subject of- fear. As Truman put it, decent men, by their 
hatred of'the treason and larceny of his administration had put some 
active agents of government in fear of exposure, accusation and die- 
missal, from their jobs. He tried to have it that it 
was wrong of good people to oppose perfidy by mis- 
creants, a strange perversion of orthodox morals 
which has found expression ih the works of La 
Boca Grande and the editorial policies of the New 
York Times and Herald Tribune. 


There is* in Truman's dwelling on fear and in 


the recurrence of this 
theme in the Democratic 


party's literature, a more important meaning than 
we see with the casual eye. They have hollered for 
a decade about the haunting apprehensions of men 
and women of innocent outward appearance, such 
as Alger Hiss and Felix Frankfurter,, who are reputed to have .suf- 
fered from a sense of suspicion. Bert Andrews, of the Herald Trib- 
une, won a Pulitzer award of base coin with a story of the dread 
of a hypothetical employe of the government who was suspected of 
being a Communist or partial to our enemy. The fact that the pro- 
totype of Bert's insubstantial martyr who died a thousand deaths in 
^Washington Witch Hunt," recently was indicted pursuant to thos* 
suspicions is neither here nor there. 


On the other hand, if I may per-1 


mit myself a personal note', I sleep 
very well and when I am wakeful 
the reasons do not include fear. 
Overindulgence, perhaps. Tension, 
too. Sometimes I find myself un- 
able to rid my mind of plans to- 
ward the future. But I am never 
kept awake by fear and other men 
of easy conscience will corroborate 
my experience with theirs. 


To go back 20 years, Roosevelt's 


keynote in a monumental batch of 
claptrap written by a roomful of 
displaced attorneys, pedagogs and 
broken-down Sunday editors, was a 
melodious challenge to the fear of 
fear. This had been the subject of 
many sad letters home from Brit- 
ish subalterns in France In the first 
war, little boys with fuzzy, pink 
cheeks and twittering voices who 
agonized at the onrush of zero hour 
lest they show funk in the presence 
of their cockneys.

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Germans Deny 
Neo-Nazism Tab 


View It as Attempt by Democrats 
To Embarrass Ike Administration 


BONN, Germany—(IP)—The West German press joined 


the country's politicians today in denouncing Allied claims 
that resurgent Nazism threatens the future of democrat! 
government here. Some of the papers viewed the U. S. warn 
ing of rising nationalism as a Democratic party attempt to 
embarrass the incoming Eisenhower administration. 


The Germans claimed that the 


sharply heightened tension between 
them and the Allies severely da- 
maged the already-clouded chances 
of bring West Germany quickly 
into the Western Defense Alliance. 


Some Agreo 


Privately some American and 


British officials here agreed with 
this and deplored the new atmos- 
phere of Allied-German suspicion. 


The uproar continued unabated 


over two incidents — the arrest by 
the British last week of seven 
former Nazi officials on suspicion 
of plotting to seize power, and the 
publication by the Americans over 
the weekend of a public opinion 
sampling ' among 1,200 Germans 
which purported to show menac- 
ing increases in neo-Nazi and na- 
tionalist sentiments. 


• Rejects Poll 


West German Chancellor Konrad 


Adenauer rejected the American 
poll as "unrepresentative." 
He 


sharply 
questioned whether the 


British had real grounds for their 
action. Some of his supporters used 
much harsher language. 


Some German newspapers ap- 


peared 
even angrier over the 


American poll than the British ar- 
rests. Their speculation about the 
American motives took some sen- 
. sational turns. 


"Are the Americans trying to 


overthrow Adenauer because he is 
too strong a man for the other 
treaty partners?" Demanded Dues- 
seldorf's Der Mittag. 


"Last Effort?" 


"Is this the last effort of the 


American Democratic administra- 
tion to make trouble for President 
Eisenhower?" asked the Bonner 
Rundschau and several other pa- 
pers. 


The Rundschau- speculated that 


the Democrats were "trying to give 
a kick in the pants to former High 
Commissioner John J. McCloy, who 
is now an influential adviser to 
Eisenhower on German affairs."

"First Task" 


Eisenhower called it "the firs 


task of statesmanship" to develop 
strength against aggression. 


But the man who led the Allle 


forces to victory over Germany in 
World War II—the man who head 
ed Western Europe's new defense 
forces until he entered politics las 
June—declared the U. S. stand 
ready to cooperate in a drastic re 
duction of armaments, provided 
all nations prove good faith. 


Appealing for a demonstration o 


such faith, Eisenhower had in 
mind perhaps America's develop 
ment of such weapons as the hy 
drogen bomb in saying: 


I "Science seems ready to confer 


on us, as its final gift, the power 
to erase human life from 
the 


earth." 


Here are the "rules of conduct' 


Eisenhower laid down for achieve 
ment of enduring world peace: 


Rules of Conduct 


"1. Abhorring war as a' chosen 


way to balk the purposes of those 
who threaten us, we hold it to be 
the first task of statesmanship to 
develop the strength that will de 
ter the forces of aggression and 
promote the conditions of peace. 


'"In spite of this principle, w< 


stand ready to engage with any 
and all others in joint effort to re 
move the causes of mutual fear 
and distrust among nations, and 
so to make possible drastic reduc 
tion of armaments. The sole re 
quisites for undertaking such an 
effort are that—in their purpose— 
they, be aimed logically and honest 
ly toward secure peace for all; and 
that—in their result—they provide 
means by which every participat 
ing nation will prove good faith in 
carrying out its pledge. 


"2. Realizing that common sense 


and common decency alike dictate 
the futility of appeasement, 
we 


shall never try to placate an ag 
gressor by the false and wicked 
bargain of trading honor for se 
curity. 


"3. Knowing that only a United 


States that is strong and immense- 
ly productive can help defend free- 
dom in our world, we View our 
nation's strength and security as a 
trust upOn which rests the hope ol 
free men everywhere. 


Honor Others 


"4. Honoring the identity and 


heritage of each nation of the 
world, we shall never use our 
strength to try to impress upon 
aother people our own cherished 
political and economic institutions. 


"5. Assessing realistically the 


needs and capacities of proven 
friends of freedom, we shall strive 
to help them to achieve their own 
security and well-being. Likewise, 
we shall count on them to assume, 
within the limits of their resources, 
their full and just burdens in the 
common defense of freedom. 


"6. Recognizing economic health 


as an indispensable basis of mili- 
tary strength and the free world's 
peace, we shall strive to foster 
everywhere, and to practice our- 
selves, policies that encourage pro 
ductivity and profitable trade. 


"7. Appreciating that economic 


need, military security and politi- 
cal wisdom combine to suggest 
regional groupings of free peoples, 
we hope, within the framework of 
the U n i t e d Nations, to help 
strengthen such special bonds the 
world over. The nature of these 
ties must vary with the different 
problems of different areas. 


"In the Western Hemisphere, we 


join with all our neighbors in the 
work of perfecting a community of 
fraternal trust and common pur- 
pose. 


"In Europe, we ask that enlight- 


ened and inspired leaders of the 
Western nations strive v.'ith re- 
newed vigor to make the unity of 
their peoples a reality. 


"8. Conceiving the defense of 


freedom, like freedom itself, to be 
one and indivisible, we hold all 
continents and peoples in equal 
regard and honor. We reject any 
insinuation that one race or anoth- 
er, one people or another, is in any 
sense inferior or expendable. 


Respect for UN' 


"9. Respecting the United Na- 


tions as the living sign of all peo- 
ple's hope for peace, we shall 
lope for peace, we shall strive to 
make-it not merely an eloquent 
symbol but an effective force. And 
n our quest of honorable peace, 
we shall neither compromise, nor 
ire, nor ever cease." 
As he did so often during the 


campaign, Eisenhower said the 
peace the world seeks is "nothing 
ess than the practice and fulfill- 
ment of our whole faith, among 
ourselves and in our dealings with 
others." Then he said: 


"It signifies more than stilling

U. S. Denies Polish Charge 
Sending Spies to Country 


HEIDELBERG, Germany 


The U. S. Army's European head- 
quarters today denied a Polish 
foreign ministry charge that it 
trained and parachuted two spies 
Into Poland. 


It said it has "no knowledge" 


of the alleged two spies and "does 
not operate a school for the train- 
ing of spies in Frankfurt or vicin- 
ity," as the Foreign Ministry had 
claimed in a note delivered to the 
U. S. Embassy in Warsaw Jan. 16.

suspected plotters against the gov- 
ernment of Premier Maj.

Mohammed Naguib has netted 213 
persons, including 48 Communists, 
an Egyptian Cabinet minister an- 
nounced Monday night. 


Fuad Galal, minister of national 


guidance, said that 39 others of 
those seized were suspected of hav- 
ing relations with foreign powers 
"which have the interest of creat- 
ing agitation in Egypt." The for- 
eign countries were not specified. 


BERLIN—<£>—Nearly 1,500 East 


Germans have fled to West Berlin 
over the weeksend, many of them 
to e s c a p e Communist-directed 
purges, it was announced today. 


The list of refugees was headed 


by Dr. Erich Mildner, chief of the 
mining section in the Soviet zones 
Ministry for Foreign Trade. 


It also included Friedrich Kir- 


mer, director of a party college of 
the collaborating Liberal Demo- 
crats. This party's co-chairman, 
Supply Minister Karl Hamann, is 
under arrest for alleged sabotage.

Top Executives Doing 'All 
Right' in Business Boom 


By SAM DAWSOX . 


NEW YORK-tfV-Top executives 


in most American corporations 
have been doing all right finan- 
cially during the current business 
boom—although their ' pay gains 
haven't been as great percentage- 
wise as have those of some factory 
workers. 


You may have guessed this. But 


today there's a financial report on 
the salaries, bonus payments and 
contributions to retirement funds 
of some 15,000 top men in 1,850 
companies. 


Their compensation went up by 


4 to 10 per cent since the start of 
the Korean War, the American 
Management Association reports. 
The average among the 46 indus- 
tres studied was five per cent. 


This is compensation, before tax- 


es. Many an executive will tell you 
that after taxation, his take-home 
pay doesn't look that hot. And he'll 
add that the cost of living index 
v/ent up even more—although none 
of the top boys pretends he ac- 
tually is" under-nourished. 


There is wide variation among 


companies and among industries, 
AMA reports, "because of the di- 
rect relation between compensation 
of executives and the sales' and 
profit performance of their com- 
panies." 


Pay of top executives "depends 


on their ability to produce in- 
creased sales and profits," -AMA 
notes. And bonuses play a large 
part, varying as much as 30 per 
cent among companies as their 
profits rise or fall. 


On average, bonus payments 


make up 20 per cent of the total 
compensation .of top executives. 


The middle management group 


—between the top policy-making 
and first-line supervisory jobs — 
earns an average of $12,000 a year, 
AMA reports.after a survey of 550 
different types of executive jobs 
in the companies surveyed. 


Company growth and profit gains 


don't help the middle group as it 
does the top, AMA explains, be- 
cause as companies grow in size 
jobs are divided — and the re- 
maining task may not bring its 
executor a raise.

Mrs. Fuller and Hodges each 


face maximum" penalties of 17 
years in prison and 514,000 fines. 


They are free on $10,000 bond 


pending a motion for a new trial.

Mrs. Fuller claimed in her tes- 


timony that she was "duped" by 
a man who represented himself 
as a private investigator and en- 


listed her aid in his investigations. 


She said she knew the man as

she collected money from Taylor 
at Morgan's instruction and pass- 
ed it on to Morgan. 


Federal prosecutors said in their 


closing statements Monday they 
never doubted the existence of 
Morgan and believed Mrs. Fuller 
could lead thsm "to the'real lead- 
er" if she wanted to.
